Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 131-150 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Bailey etal. (6,599,290). 

With respect to claims 131,1 43, Bailey et al disclose a spinal plating system 
comprising an elongate plate (12) having a plurality of bone screw apertures 
(24,26,32,34) a locking ring (16) disposed in one of the bone screw apertures, the 
locking ring having at least a portion resiliently expandable from a retracted state to an 
expanded state; as set forth in column 6, lines 32-36, a bone screw (14) inserted into 
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the one of the bone screw apertures, the bone screw having a head with a diameter 
sized such that in the retracted state the locking ring prevents the bone screw from 
backing out of the plate and in he expanded state the locking ring permits insertion and 
removal of the bone screw relative to the one bone screw aperture, as set forth in 
column 6, lines 20-60; and a tool (90) for removing the bone screw from the one bone 
screw aperture, the tool having a first portion (98) coupled to the head of the bone 
screw and a second portion (100) resiliently expanding the locking ring to the expanded 
state, as set forth in column 7, lines 21-36. 

With respect to claims 1 32-1 36, 1 44-1 50, Bailey et al discloses all the limitations, 
as set forth in column 6, lines 20-60, column 7, lines 1-36, column 5, lines 49-67. 

With respect to claims 137-142, the method steps, as set forth, would have been 
inherently carried out in the operation of the device, asset forth above. 

Conclusion
